"Secretary Colby and Mrs. Bain-bridge Colby were the 


guests of honor at a dinner given last evening by the Russian 
Ambassador and Mme. Bakhmeteff. Covers were laid for eigh- 
teen," reports the society editor of the Washington Herald on 
June 5. Which may have nothing, and just possibly might have 
something, to do with the contemporaneous announcement made 
"in a high quarter" in Washing-ton that "the American Govern- 
ment is maintaining its position of opposition to the reopening 
of trade with Russia so long as the Soviet leaders remain in 
power"—however large a share of Russian trade the English 
and Canadians and Italians may snap up while our State Depart- 
ment maintains its "position of opposition." The interesting 
question is not whether Boris Bakhmeteff, sometime Ambassa- 
dor of a Russian government that died two and a half years ago, 
has succeeded in gulling Secretary Colby about conditions and 
trade in Russia—for if he had not, there are hang-overs from 
a previous regime in the State Department who would have been 
glad to serve in his stead—but whether Secretary Colby knows 
that poor old Uncle Sam paid for the erghteen-eover dinner at 
which he was, we hope, well" entertained. 
For Kerensky has no 


funds to finance his former representative's dinners, and R. C. 
Loffingwell, former Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, is au- 
thority for the statement that the expenses of this so-called 
Russian Embassy have been paid by the American Treasury 
out of a "war loan" to Russia—which has in fact been used to 
support anti-Bolshevist propaganda in this country.

'•'• As a result of this new rule the 
'spectators who have been reaping 
fortunes .by hoarding food supplies, 
and likewise the.gamblers in other 
commodities, have found themsel- 
ves in difficulty and little iby little 
have. been forced to unload their 
holdings. 
Few of them are able 


to carry large quantities of goods 
except on credit. .Thus their hoards 
are forced into the market, reliev- 
ing the artificial scarcity and lower- 
ing prices. 
The denial of credits 


to industries engaged ir. nonessen- 
tial production sometimes imposes 
real hardship on business men, but 
is none the less valuable from the 
standpoint of public welfare.
